DRIVER IS ARRESTED 
IN CAMPBELL TRAGEDY 


Medical Examiners Say Aatopsy 
Indicates Blow or Fall 
Killed Broker. 


An arrest was made last hight in the 
investigation of the ‘death of Ario P. 
Campbell, insurance broker, of 490 
Riverside Drive, who was found uncon- 
scious and injured on Thursday- morning 
at Twenty-seventh Street, and sent to 
Bellevue Hospital. The police believe 
the cause of his death has been ascer- 
tained through a statement by the 
prisoner,‘ Theodore Bush, a ‘driver, who 
maintained, ‘nowever, that he waa, inno- 
cent of an attack on Campbell. Bush 
was held at Police Headquarters on a 
technical charge of homicide. ._He will 
be arraigned today. 

Detective Meyer of the East Twenty- 
second Street Station arrested Bush, 
who is a driver of a bakery’ wagon and 
lives at 754 Tenth Avenue. He is charged 
with hitting Campbell, whois supposed 
to have received his injury when .his 
head struck,the pavement. The. exact 
cause of death was not known until the 
driver made his statement. Originally it 
was thought he: had been. killed acci- 
dentally in an. automobile collision. 

‘“* Bush told. me. that he first saw 
Campbell at 6:30 on Thursday morning, 
when ‘both were driving east on Twenty-- 
fifth Street,’’ said Meyer. ‘ Campbell 
was in the rear tn nis automobile and 
Bush was in front of it in his delivery 
wagon. When they reached Third Ave- 
nue. Campbell, apparently in an attempt 
to take his car to’ one side ofthe wagon, 


went against an elevated pillar.”’

There was 
no occupant of the car when the police- 
man found Campbell near it. 

The auto was taken to the Madison 
Square Garage, in Bast Twenty-fourth 
Street, where Mrs. Campbell claimed the 
car some. hours later and removed it. 
Afterward, according to police informa- 
tion, ,another woman, claiming to be 
‘* Mra. Campbell,’’ sought for the car at 
the garage ‘and disappeared when told 
that it had already been removed by the 
wife of the injured man. 

An autopsy on the body of Campbell 
| yesterday inclined the medical examiners 
to the opinion that the akull fracture 
| had been caused by a blow. Dr, Charles 
Norris said he believed the injury was 
He said a fall 
would have been more likely to have 
caused. cuts or abrasions on the scalp. 
There. were none on Campbell’s scalp, 
but the fracture, circular in shape. ex- 
tended across the base of the skull, as 
if a heavy blow had been struck. "An- 
other injury was on the left temple.

A NATIONAL FOREST POLICY. 

‘The conference of teachers of for- 
pestry and employers of foresters 
which convened at New Haven last 
Friday and Saturday can scarcely 
said to have commanded the attenti 
of the nation, but few events more 
nearly concern the national interest. 
Of all our acts of wastefulness, the 
spoliation of woodlands has been the 
most wanton. For more than a century 
lumber companies devastated the 
priméval forest with no thought be- 
yond the immediate gain. Wood 
products. were cheap at home and 
sold profitably abroad in vast quanti- 
ties. Now the wild lands that com- 


itance are in the main an unsightly 
desert, overgrown by brambles and 
ravaged at intervals by forest fires. 
Export of wood products has dwindled 
to the vanishing point and many in- 
dispensable commodities, from building 
material to paper, have doubled and 
trebled in price. 

The employers of foresters who con- 

vened representatives of the 
Yale School of Forestry are, so to 
speak, the immediate heirs of that 
wasted domain. Like the heirs of a 
wine bibber, their inheritance is main- 
ly gout; so they are listening, very 
respectfully, to.the doctor. In some 
degree we-areé all fellow-sufferers, and 
the only possible remedy lies with the 
country as a whole. The program of 
the foresters and their employers is 
comprehensive but simple. As the 
malady is nation-wide, effective action 
must begin at Washington. Congress 
should authorize the Secretary of 
Agriculture. to consult . with local 
agenciés in the several States and frame 
concerted measures for fire protection, 
reforestation and the regulation of 
cutting, to the end that the productiv- 
ity of the forests shall be continuous 
and abundant. There should be a 
national surrey of forest resources 
and forest requirements. Scientists 
should be directed to the study of new 
methods of reforesting and of the 
utilization of the various native woods. 
Economists should study problems of 
the taxation of forests and fheir in- 
surance against fire. Funds should 
be appropriated when available for 
the purchase of desirable forest lands 
contiguous to the national forest sys- 
tem. 
These recommendations are soon to 
be laid before Congress in a single, 
comprehensive bill, which will provide 
also for the smooth and efficient inter- 
play of the national program with the 
programs of the several States and of 
private owners. It is a project of 
interest not merely to the proprietors 
of. woodlands and the consumers of 
wood products, but to every owner of 
lands which are now lying waste, but 
are capable, with sufprisingly little 
care and labor, of becoming'a peren- 
nial source of private and public 
wealth. It must be admitted that the 
present time is not propitious for vast 
hew public projects; but this one is 
vast chiefly in its potentialities for 
profit. The requisite outlay in money 
is relatively small. The agents to be 
employed are maihly men of science, 
not political office seekers; their chief 
incentive is love of their profession 
and a desire to lead serviceable lives. 


REBUILDING THE GOVERNMENT. 
A special dispatch to The New York

‘A great deal of patient study 
will be necessary and expert advice 
and assistance will be requisite. .

If the next 
Administration and the joint commis- 
sion of Congress can do one-tenth of 
what needs to be done in modernizing 
and speeding up the governmental 
machine, they will put the country 
immensely in their debt.

Exclusion. HupImMes, who for 


eleven years has been Chairman of the 
Arbitration Committee of the New York 
State Chamber of Commerce, is worthy 
at least of consideration by the Congress- 
men and others who are giving their at- 
tention to this vitally important matter. 

My. Bernuermsr declares himself 
against the policy of complete exclusion, 
doing so on the ground that American 
opportunities and educational facilities, 
as they ought to be, are such that for 
the performance of the harder, more un- 
interesting and less pleasant forms of 
manual labor we cannot depend on 
workers born here, even though they 
are the progeny of foreign-born parents. 
They have had the ambition to rise in 
the world, and, to their credit and that 
of our institutions, so many of them 
do rise that the places in industry which 
their parents crossed the ocean to fill 
must be taken, not by ‘the children of 
those parents, but by new arrivals from 
abroad. 

Opposing exclusion, even temporary, 
Mr. Bernueweme thoroughly ‘agrees 
with the sifting out of ‘‘ undesirables,” 
as has long been the object—imperfectly 
attained, alas!—of our officials at the 
national gateways. What he especially 
stresses is the need of: distributing the 
immigrants more intelligently—the: send- 
ing of them to the places where they 
are needed, instead of allowing them to 
remain where their own unguided pref- 
erence, their ignorance or their heip- 
lessness may decide. This could be ac- 
complished, he thinks, by means of a 
graded head tax, demanding, say, $100 
from each immigrant who settles in a 
city with over a million inhabitants, 
and decreasing it In proportion to the 
decrease in population in the place of 
settlement until merely a nominal sum, 
or nothing at all, is dernanded as head 
tax from those that take up distinctly 
agricultural labor.

We must be 
brave to throw off all sentiment in the 
matter and place the blame where it 
really belongs. Obviously, the only rea- 
gonable course to pursue is another 
amendment which shall abolish jewelers 
and their shops and wares so that temip- 
tation may be removed from these to-be- 
pitied members of society who thieve 
and kill because of our shortcomings. 
And if we further insisted that no one 
be allowed upon the streets with money 
or valuables, at omve would go the 
temptation to hold up selfish persons 
who now think only of carrying car and 
dinner fares and shopping wherewithal. 
After all,.to disorganize us a bit would 
not matter much in the long run when 
we reflect that the thing before us is 
to care for the poor thief and murderer. 

The more one thinka upon the room 
for extension of this principle and prac- 
tice, taught to us 20 patiently and learned 
so reluctantly, the more abounding must 
become the gratitude of mere ordinary 
men to those who brought the light. I 
see no reason why every temptation 
should not be removed in a similar man- 
ner td that pitfall of the wicked one, 
Rum. And, though I say it reverently, 
I am satisfied that there are thoughtful 
people today who are wondering whether 
it would not have been better, nineteen 
centuries ago, to have concentrated all 
effort on the ‘Roman Senate for the 
advancement of such saving legislation 
as we have now grown accustomed to, 
instead of the tragedy of Calvary, which, 
after all, seems to have been unneces- 
sary, seeing there was this simple and 
painless way out of human difficulties. 

And then, what has not been noticed, 
behind all thié—soon to be divulged by 
our reformers, I am stire—lies the re- 
union of all religions. We have ex- 
changed Christian temperance for Mo- 
hammedan abstinence, with Christian 
approval, and if we are only large 
énough to pursue this development of 
negative virtues, we shall reach the 
point where all worldly interest ceases 

we are reabsorbed into the Absolute, 
thé. appeal of which to the great Hindu- 
istié réligions and the most modern cult 
fs beyond measure. Truly, this should 
be a Merry Christmas for us all when 
we ponder upon the wisdom our wise 
men brought to us!

Now, do not let seme one cothe forward 
and ‘tfy to canvict me of shameful ignorance 
of what 4 schoolbby today knows, that 
space is filled with all sorts of things, even 
with impalpable things,‘ such as ether. I 
am not unaware of these wonderful discoy- 
eries. Nevertheless, for all everyday pur- 
poses, apace is, and as long as commonsense 
preveile for all time will be considered to be, 
emptiness and nothing but emptiness. 

And yet the “Outline’’ is an astounding 
feat. And certainly Mr. Wells is entitled to 
at least -suth praise as was offered by Dr. 
Johnson when asked what he thought of a 
woman preaching: ‘' Sir, it is not done well, 
but you are surprised tod find it done at all.”

guidance and some assistance in start- 
ing sound programs now may meen 
much for generations to come, ‘ 

“* Medical schools of high rank and ef 
long standing exist in the following 
cities of Central Europe: Vienna; ts, 
Budapest, Prague and Cracow. 
schools of importance are at Warsaw and 
Lemberg, in Poland; at Innsbrick, in 
Austria; at Zagreb (or Agram), in the 
Croatian State of Jugoslavia.

It is a wonderful thing to a lonely, 
miserable human being, crushed. under 
the sense of his own misfortunes, to 
know, suddenly, that some one whom he 
has never so much as seen, is wishin 
him well and even making a pérson 

sacrifice for his happiness.”’ 

None of the misfortunes told in thé 
Hundred Neediest Cases are due to labor 
troubles.

John F. Ahearns, one of the few re- 
maining Tammany leaders. of the old 
régime, died late yesterday afternoon of 
pleurisy at his home, 2096 East Broad- 
way. He had been ill since returning 
from the San Francisco convention last 
Spring.

1883 he was appointed a police court 
clerk. In 1889 he first showed his 
strength as a political combatant, de- 
feating Thomas t. Grady for the na- 
torial nomination in the Tenth. District. 
Tammany at once wr zed his 
strength and drew him into its councils. 
¥ive terms he .served‘in the Senate, and 
* — ’’ was the title by which *he 

r afterward liked to be addressed. 

° While in the Senate tie espoused par- 
ticularly the interests of school teach- 
ers, firemen and the police. He. put 
through a bill pensioning the teachers 
who showed their gratitude by starting 
a $20,00u fund to build him a house, but 
ne refused . the gift, His Mothers’ 
bill ’’ to improve the system of, commit- 
ting dependent children was vetoed, but 
its provisions. were later carried out in 
the children’s branch of the Court of 

Special Sessions. 

‘As.a-district leader Ahearn exempli- 
fied to a high degree the Tammany type 

- his intense and constant playing of 
the political game and his devotion to 
the intimate personal needs of the men 
and women of his. district. 

John Purroy Mitchel, as Commission- 
er of Accounts, handed a damaging -re- 
port -on Ahearn’s administration to 
Mayor McClellan. in July, 1907. The 
City Club took up the evidence, and its 
President, George McAneny, laid 
charges before Governor Hughes. The 
Governor, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, ordered Mr. Ahearn’s removal on 
Dec. 9 of that year. Governor Huglies 
relieved him from suspicions of personal 
dishonesty, but denounced his adminis- 
tration as flagrantly inefficient and 
wasteful. 

The Governor’s order proved to be 
only the opening 3 in a. two-year 
legal battle, in which Mr. Ahearn’s coun- 
sel was Martin W. *‘ Littleton. The 
Board of Aldermen re-elected him Bor- 
ough President that December and 
Mayor —— was finaHy obliged 
for, administfative reasons to recognize 
him as the de- .facto”Borough President. 
Meanwhilé Mr. Littleton kept up. a 
steady fire of varied court orders to 
keep his client in office and carried the 
case to the Court of Appeals. It was 
not until the final.month of his elected 
term, in December, 1908, that Mr, 
Ahearn was at last compelled to -ac- 
knowledge the force of the Hughes de-

Mr. Rockefeller offered the men was

‘This makes us see’ that peace can 
only come as good- will is inspired’ 
among men. This good-will is the same 
in international relationships. You can- 
not drive men; you can lead them with 
love.
